For  nearly  30  years,  the  Printing  House  published  Braille  editions  of  the  senior  high 
school  weekly  newspapers  OUR  TIMES  and  EVERY  WEEK,  along  with  other  weekly  newspapers 
put  out  in  ink-print  form  by  the  American  Education  Publishers,  Last  spring,  OUR 
TIMES  and.  EVERY  WEEK  were  discontinued  by  the  ink- print  publishers,  and  a  new  semi¬ 
monthly  periodical  ISSUES  TODAY  was  instituted,  in  their  places. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  APH  Publications  Committee  in  late  October,  the  Printing  House 
was  directed,  to  determine  the  demand  for  a  Braille  edition  of  ISSUES  TODAY.  Accord¬ 
ingly,  this  announcement  is  designed,  as  a  means  of  surveying  the  schools  and.  classes 
serving  blind,  children  to  see  how  many  copies  would  be  needed,  should,  the  publication 
be  undertaken.  Following  is  information  as  to  the  semi-monthly  and.  yearly  costs  (for 
17  issues,  September  1st  through  May  15  th)  based  on  various  sized,  editions:

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Based,  on  the  total  number  of  copies  ordered,  by  all  schools,  the  prices  would,  be  set 
according  to  the  above  table.  Of  course,  if  orders  for  more  than  a  total  of  500 
copies  are  received,  the  price  would,  be  decreased,  accordingly. 

At  this  time,  would,  you  be  good,  enough  to  discuss  this  publication  with  your  teachers 
and.  let  us  know  by  December  15  th  how  many  copies  you  would  order  should,  it  be  possible 
for  the  Printing  House  to  publish  semi-monthly  Braille  editions  of  ISSUES  TODAY.  (For 
your  information,  the  Braille  edition  will  require  from  80-92  pages  each  issue.)  If 
sufficient  orders  are  received,  to  justify  publication,  we  would,  plan  to  start  Volume 
2,  Issue  11,  for  early  February,  1970,  Of  course,  it  will  be  possible  to  charge  these 
magazines  to  quota  accounts. 

May  we  have  a  word,  from  you  promptly,  so  that  we  may  know  what  plans  to  make.  If  you 
need,  additional  copies  of  this  brochure,  we  shall  be  happy  to  send,  them  to  you  for 
distribution.
